day. reversed its action of1 Wednesday 
night and reconsidered the vote by 
which it refus-ed to send to third read- 
ing the Gettelman bill excluding phar- 
macists from that portion of the Se- 
verson dry act relating to prohibition 
of bars, counters, booths and stalls 
used in sale and consumption of non- 
intoxicating liquors, if liquor is kept 
on the premises under permit. 


The bill was then ordered 
to en- 


grossment and third 
reading. 
The 


vote- on reconsideration was 16 to 8 
and on engrossment, 14 to 10. 


A bill 
allowing 
baking powder 


manufactuieis to label their product 
with the 
name sodium aluminum

been remarked upon by one or two 
senators who are in opposition to the 
court created by the League of Na- 
tions, and from the infoimation re- 
ceix-ed here it would appear that' the 
opponents of the court are afraid the 
protocol will be ratified if the project 
discussion as to its alleged dangers 
to America. 


The Coolidge policy, as understood 


by the opponents of the court, is to

REJECT ARGUMENT 


Peking—The Chinese foreign office, 


in a note Thursday to the foreign dip- 
lomatic corps rejected the latter's ar- 
gument that foreign police at Shang- 
hai only acted 
defensively in firing1 


upon Chinese demonstraators there 
recently. 


The foreign office note declared that 


the authorities of the foreign conces- 
sions at Shanghai should proceed at 
once to raise the state of siege exist- 
ing there and should rcembark all for- 
eign marines disarm 
voluntcrs and 


police at Shanghai .and liberate all 
prisoners. 


It also said all institution* that have 


been colsed or occupied by foreign 
forces should be restored to their nor- 
mal condition so that order might be 
restored as soon as possible. This ac- 
tion, the note said, xx-ould facilitate the 
negotiations regarding the Shanghai 
situation which the Peking govern- 
ment desires to undertake. The note 
declared it was impossible to admit 
that responsibility for the deplorable 
occurances at Shanghai rested upon 
the Chinese demonstrators.

Today, accord- 
ing to Senator Capper, the purchasing 
power of the farmer's dollar has returned 
to 90 cents. Agricultural unrest has sub- 
sided. The heavy burden of debt is be- 
ing lifted. 
The farmer is working his 


way out. The prospects for the coming 
year are excellent. This is a good record. 
It is in sharp contrast to conditions which 
existed a few years ago. It is in sharp 
contract to the experiments of North Da- 
kota and the vagaries of the Non-Partisan 
league.
